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(57) Abstract: A packet communication teiminal apparatus allows its user to 
take measures, for example, to move to a place where communication envi- 
ronment is better in the event of occurrence of a packet loss. Not only marks 
(M1,M2) indicative of a reception power and a remaining batteiy amount but 
also a maik (M3) indicative of a packet loss is displayed on a display screen 
(119) of the apparatus. The mark (M3) is caused to change its facial expres- 
sions in accordance with the degree of a packet loss, thereby notifying the user 
of such packet loss. Specifically, a smiling face of the marie (M3) indicates no 
occurrence of packet loss. An ordinary face of the mark (M3) indicates that 
although a packet loss has occurred, yet a packet compensation is performed so 
that there is practically no problem. A weeping face the mark (M3) indicates 
that a packet loss has occurred so that the data has become significantly deteri- 
orated. 
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
